been tested in Holland, but 
tins will be the first time it 
will be applied in exotic wa¬ 
ters, says Martijn Clanjs. 

The technology is not yet 
completed but is in foil devel¬ 
op meat, aecording Id Clanjs. 
TNO is the institution of ap¬ 
plied science in Holland with 
an office in Aruba. TNO de¬ 
velops systems to be tested, 
but does not produce these 
for sale. For the commercial¬ 
ization of the SDEEK sys¬ 
tem, TNO is in contacted 
with mdus trial partners who 
are interested in producing 
the system when the project 
is finished. Clanjs indicated 
that within a few years 
SOBEK may be on the mar¬ 
ket. 

TNO is pleased with the 
involvement of the Aruba 
Ports Authority (APA) and 
their interest in the secunty of 
the wharf concerning the ’wa¬ 


ters. According to Clanjs, 
what we have internation¬ 
ally for water security 
along the wharfs is nothing 
but a list d! recommenda¬ 
tions, there is no obliga¬ 
tion, such as is the case in 
‘landside" matters. 

With respect to 11 on 
land" issues, APA has all 
security measures covered, 
which includes walls, 
gates, special badges for 
those authorized to be in 
the protected areas and se¬ 
curity agents at strategic 
points. These are all regu- 
1 ated by IS PS Arub a wants 
to tke it a step further and 
as indicated by interim di¬ 
rector of APA, Humphrey 
Tfomp, there is no actual 
threat, but we want to think 
ahead, before something hap¬ 
pens. 

Clanjs indicated that there 
is neither incentive nor legal 
obligation, but there may be 
in the future and APA has 
shown interest in being 
proactive and to work on 
"waterside secunty.” They do 
not want to wait until some¬ 
thing happens internationally 
to introduce regul ation. 

Til ere are currently solu¬ 
tions for "waterside security” 
on the market, hut these are 
focused an "defense wharfs”, 
or the defense industry and 
applications for defense. 
These are extremely costly 
and not attractive for use in 
commercial wharfs And this 
is the opportunity that TNO 
saw where they can develop 
a system at a reasonable price 
that can detect intruders on 
wharfs via the water side 


The Dutch Secretary of 
State was v ery open to dis¬ 
cuss these possibilities We 
can leam from each 
other..." 

The Netherlands has al¬ 
ways provided Aruba with 
technical support with re¬ 
spect to Taxes, Customs 
and Finances Weekers as¬ 
sured the Aruban Minister 
tliat Holland is committed 


to offering whatever sup¬ 
port necessary At the end 
of his visit, Weekers as¬ 
sured that his visit had ab¬ 
solutely nothing to do with 
controlling Aruba's finan¬ 
cial situation, as is the case 
with Curacoa and St 
Maarten. Aruba is com¬ 
pletely free in her financial 
decisions and other mat¬

US reviewing Indian 
diplomat's arrest 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is reviewing 
the circumstances surround¬ 
ing the arrest m New York of 
an Indian diplomat, a US of¬ 
ficial said Tuesday, seeking 
to defuse a growing raw with 
New Delhi. 

India has launched a senes 
of reprisals against US diplo¬ 
mats m the country after last 
week's arrest of its deputy 
consul general, Devyam 
Khabragade, which it de¬ 
nounced as "humiliating." 

State Department deputy 
spokeswoman Mane Harf ac¬ 
knowledged it was a "sensi¬ 
tive issue' but insisted it was 
a "separate and isolated inci¬ 
dent" which should not be 
tied together" and allowed to 
affect broader close US-In¬ 
dian ties 

Khobragade was arrested 
after dropping her children a ft" 
at school for allegedly under¬ 
paying her domestic helper, 
who is also an Indian na¬ 
tional, and for lying on the 
helper's visa application form 

Half confirmed that she 
had been arrested by the State 
Department’s diplomatic se¬ 


curity office, but had then 
been handed to local law en¬ 
forcement officials and the 
US Marshal service winch 
had been responsible for pro¬ 
cessing her case at the federal 
courthouse. 

In the escalating row over 
the arrest, the Indian govern¬ 
ment Tuesday ordered a 
range of measures including 
the return of identity cards for 
US cDnsul ar officials that 
speed up travel into and 
through India, Indian foreign 
ministry sources said. 

Indian security forces also 
removed barricades outside 
the US embassy in New 
Delhi, raising fears far the 
safety of personnel 

Harf urged the Indian gov¬ 
ernment to uphold all its ob¬ 
ligations to protect US 
diplomats in the country. 

"Obviously the safety and 
security of our diplomats and 
consular officers in the field 
is a top priority. We'll con¬ 
tinue to work with India to 
ensure that all of our diplo¬ 
mats and consular officers are 
being afforded full lights and 
protections," she said.

BAKU (AFP) - The consor¬ 
tium developing a huge Azer¬ 
baijani natural gas field 
signed on Tuesday a final in¬ 
vestment deal that paves tire 
way for the first deliveries to 
Europe, opening up a key 
route beyond Russia. 

The Shall Demz II consor¬ 
tium signed off Dn the final 
decision worth ab out $2 S bil - 
lion (2D billion euros) of in¬ 
vestment that triggers the 
start of construction of a key 
new pipeline route from the 
Caspian Sea to Europe. 

Six billion cubic metres of 
natural gas will go tD Turkey 
and Georgia from 201S and 


the rest will go to Europe 
from around 2019, according 
to the consortium which in¬ 
cludes Britain's BP and Azer¬ 
baijan's SO CAR 

The move is seen as a key 
step tow r ards European ambi¬ 
tions of reducing energy de¬ 
pendence on Russia. 

"Today's agreement will 
change the energy map of 
Europe," Azerbaijani Presi¬ 
dent Ilham Aliyev said at the 
signing ceremony in the cap - 
ital Baku.

BRASILIA (AFP) - US intel¬ 
ligence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den offered to help Brazil

The move was widely inter¬ 
preted as a request for asylum 
111 Brazil, including by the 
Folha de Sao Paulo newspaper 
that published the letter in both 
English and Portuguese. 

Snowden, by downloading a 
vast trove of classified docu¬ 
ments while working as an in¬ 
telligence contractor for the 
NSA has revealed avast NSA 
pro gram that cull 5 information 
from telephone calls and 
emails around the world, in¬ 
cluding m Brazil 

In the letter, he writes that 
US officials justify die actions 
by saying they aim "to keep 
yau safe." 

But he says "these programs 
were never about terrorism: 
they're about economic spying, 
social control, and diplomatic 
manipulation. They’re about 
power 1 " "Now, the whole 
world is listening back, and 
speaking out, too 11 

Snowden avoids directly re¬ 


questing asylum from Brazil in 
ffie letter, but he notes that 
Brazilian senators “have asked 
for my assistance with dieir in¬ 
vestigations of susp ecte d 
crimes against Brazilian citi¬ 
zens. 11 

Snowden says he is willing 
to help "wherever appropriate 
and lawful," but "unfortunately 
the Umted States government 
has worked very hard to limit 
my ability to do so.' 

Folha said his goal is in fret 
to come to Brazil. Glenn 
Greenwald, who has written 
about many of die documents 
released by Snowden, is based 
in Brazil The Latin American 
country has a long tradition of 
granting asylum 

Greenwald’s partner, Brazil¬ 
ian journalist David Miranda, 
began a campaign last month in 
support of an asylum request 
there 

"Brazil is one of the rare 
countries with tire strength to 
give him asylum," Miranda told 
AFP Tuesday. 

He sad Snowden had written 
the letter m response ta ques¬ 
tions over why he was not co¬ 
operating with the Brazil probe 

But the Brazilian foreign 


ministry told AFP Tuesday it. 
had not "received any official 
request" for asylum from 
Snowden. In July, the ex-con¬ 
tractor had informally re¬ 
quested asylum from a number 
of countries, including Brazil, 
before Russia granted him a 
yearlong visa. 

In tire letter tD Brazilians, 
Snowden praises the Brazil's 
fierce reaction to news it was 
among those the NSA spied on 
President Dilma Rousseff can¬ 
celed a visit to Washington in 
October after learning of it and 
helped sponsor a UN resolution 
aimed at protecting “online" 
human rights. 

RoussefFs cell phone was 
monitored by the US surveil¬ 
lance pro gran, as were the state 
oil company Petrobras and 
everyday Brazilian citizens. 

Snowden's apparent bid for 
Brazil asylum was also quickly 
supported by rights group 
Avaaz 

"Snowden is now trapped 
alone m Russia on a short term 
visa. Brazil could offer him the 
hero's welcome he deserves," 
Avaaz director Michael Md- 
hallein said in a statement seen 
by AFP 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Francis invited four homeless 
people to mass and breakfast on 
his 77th birthday Tuesday, said 
Vatican radio, which played 
tango tunes by tire Argentinian's 
favourite singer Carlos Gar del 
in Ins honour.

Photographs released by tire 
Vatican showed Francis speak¬ 
ing with three homeless men. 


including one holding a dog. 

Vatican staff and their fami¬ 
lies also attended, including the 
newly-appointed Secretary of 
State Pietro Parolin who wished 
the pop e a happy birthday. 

The Vatican said the event 
was "particularly friendly" 

Francis, the first ever Latin 
American pope, had also been 
expected on Tuesday to meet 
with members ofhis favourite 
football team, San Lorenzo, 
who have come over after their 
championship victory in Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Francis has received several 
football teams since he became 
pope, including Lazio and AS

Surge in ADHD diagnoses Two insecticides a risk for human 
gets a red flag nervous system: EU 


PARIS (AFP) - Doctors 
sounded a warning Tuesday 
aver a rise in ADHD diag¬ 
noses, saying some children 
may be needlessly taking pow¬ 
erful dings intended to correct 
a p o orly understo o d di so rd er 

Writing in the British Med¬ 
ical Journal (BMJ), the re¬ 
searchers noted treatment for 
atteatio n- d eh citvhyp era etivity 
disorder (ADHD) had risen 
massively mrecentyears, even 
though its causes are unclear 
and drugs can have adverse ef¬ 
fects. 

ADHD is a disorder blamed 
for severe and frequent bouts of 
m attention, hyperactivity orim- 
pulsivity Children and young 
adolescents are those who are 
most diagnosed with it. 

But some experts fear the

problems related to a child's 
personality or maturity level, 
the effects of poor parenting or 
other home problems 

In Australia, prescriptions 
for the stimulant Ritalin and 
other ADHD drugs rose by 72 
percent between ^000 and 
2D11, while in Britain and the 
Netherlands prescriptions 
roughly doubled between 2D 03 
and 20DS, sai d the p ap er. 

According to the US Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental 
Healtli (NIMH), nearly one in 
11 American children aged 13- 
1 £ and one in 25 adults are af¬ 
fected by ADHD 

The analysis noted that Ri¬ 
talin and other drugs were 
meant to be used only for “se¬ 
vere" ADHD symptoms, 
winch according to research 
data only occur among about 
14 percent of children with the 
condition 

The study said the main 
ADHD drugs could have side 
effects like weight change, 
liver damage and dwelling on 
suicide And the dings' long¬ 
term impact, as a child moves 
into adulthood, remained un¬ 
known. 

The study, led by Rae 
Thomas at the Centre for Re¬ 
search m Evidence-Based 
Practice at Australia's Bond 
University did not dispute the 
existence of ADHD as a med¬ 
ical condition 

It noted that children who 
genuinely had a severe form of 
it ran the risk of failure at 
school and of social rejection. 

But it called on doctors to 
follow a six-step programme 
of "watchful waiting" over 10 
weeks to confirm that a child 
really did need help. 

Repeated high doses of the 
substance released a neuro- 
chemical brake in the brain, 
boosting levels of the "plea¬ 
sure" chemical called 
dopamine. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
warned that two widely used 
insecticides, one of which has 
been implicated in catastrophic 
bee population decline, may 
pose a risk to human health by 
harming brain development. 

The neomcDtmoid insecti¬ 
cides acetamipnd and nnida- 
clopnd “may affect the 
developing human nervous 
system," the European Food 
Safety Authority said. 

Tins marked the first time 
such a link has been made with 
the neomcotmoid family of 
pesticides, three of which the 
European Union restricted ear¬ 
lier tins year on concerns they 
were causing a dramatic fall in 
bee numbers and so threatened 
food crop pollination 

EFSA exp erts wanted" some 
guidance levels for acceptable 
exposure to be lowered 
while farther re search is carried 
out to provide more reliable 
data on developmental neuro¬ 
toxicity (DNT)," it said. 

The findings were based dh 
recent research and existing 


data on "the potential of ac- 
etamipnd and imidadoprid to 
damage the developing human 
nervous system — in particular 
the brain.' 

The European Commission, 
the EU's executive arm, said it

At the same tune, it was at 
least positive that the EFSA 
often criticised for not acting 
forcefully enough, had taken 
this stand, she said. 


In May, the EU restricted for 
two years the use g f uni dado- 
pnd - cited mTuesday's action

duced by Bayer, along with thi- 
amethoxam made by its Swiss 
peer Syngenta, a ting the threat 
to bees. 

In July it restricted the use 
of another insecticide from a 
different class, fiproml, made 
by Germany's BASF, for simi¬ 
lar reasons. 

Bee numbers have slumped 
m Europe and the United States 
in recent years due to a myste¬ 
rious plague dubbed colony 
collapse disorder (CCD), spark¬ 
ing concerns crap pollination 
and thus food production could 
be put dangerously at risk. 

It is estimated bees account 
for some £0 percent of plant 
pollination by insects and are 
absolutely crucial for fruit pro¬ 
duction

Meanwhile, NASA televi¬ 
sion showed images of astro¬ 
nauts preparing their white 
spacesmts in case they are 
called upon to step outside the 
space station and repair the 
broken equipment cooling sys¬ 
tem. 

On Wednesday of last week, 
NASA learned that a broken 
valve had interfered with the 
cooling Id ops that regulate die 
equipment temperature aboard 
die space station.

Canadian court greenlights Ecuadoran 
lawsuit against Chevron

villagers can seek to enforce m 
Canada a multi-billion-dollar 
Ecuadoran judgment against 
Chevron for polluting the 
Amazonian rainforest, a Cana¬ 
dian court ruled Tuesday.

It gave Chevron 30 days to 
file a defense, in the latest twist 
m years a f litigation over envi¬ 
ronmental damage in 
Ecuador's Amazon b asm. 

Chevron said in a statement 
that it was evaluating its next 
step, including possibly taking 
the fight over jurisdiction ta 
Canada's Supreme Court.

"If the Ecuadoran plaintiffs 
truly believed in the validity a f 
die Ecuadoran judgment, they 
should seek enforcement m the 
United States, where (parent 
company) Chevron Corp. re¬ 
sides, rather than targeting as¬ 
sets of the company's 
subsidiaries that are not parties 
to the Ecuadoran litigation," 
Chevron said in a statement 

Under the original ruling, 
Chevron was ordered to pay a 
US$9 billion fine for polluting 
die Amazon when the US oil 
company Texaco operated in 
Ecuador between 1964 and 


1990 

Chevron acquired Texaco in 
2001 The fine, later increased 
to US$19 billion, was reduced 
by Ecuador's Supreme Court to 
US$9 51 billion m November 
Thousands of villagers in the 
polluted area say they were 
sickened and say many have 
cancer from the contamination 
of their water supply from oil 
spillage 

Chevron contends that Tex¬ 
aco paid all of the required 
clean-up costs before exiting 
the country in the 1990s. 

In lus decision, Ontario 
Court of Appeal Justice James 
MacPherson said: “Even be¬ 
fore the Ecuadoran judgment 
was released, Chevron, speak¬ 
ing through a spokesman, 
stated that Chevron intended to 
contest the judgment if 
Chevron lost, 

"He said, 'We're going to 
fight this until hell freezes 
over.

But it may also give the Kiev 
protesters new momentum after 
Yanukovych's refusal to sign the 
histone Association Agreement 
with the European Union 
sparked the biggest protests since 
die 2004 Grange Revolution 

White House spokesman Jay 
Carney indicated that Washing¬ 
ton was unimpressed by the 
deal, saying it would “not ad¬ 
dress the concerns” of the thou¬ 
sands of protesters camped out 
day and night on Independence 
Square over the last weeks.

Brazil minister slams football 
violence 



BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
Sports Minister Aldo Rebelo on 
Tuesday said the country 
should take a tougher line with 
football hooligans after last 
week's violent dashes at a top 
flight gains between Atlehco 
Paraenense and Vasco da 
Gama 

Both sides were fined and 
will have to play matches be¬ 
hind dosed doors next season 
after shocking scenes which 
damaged Brazil's linage six 
months before it hosts the 
World Cup. 

That image has been further 
damaged by four costruct!on 
worker deaths this year, the lat¬ 
est in Manaus last Saturday at 
World Cup venues racing to be 
ready for the event. 

"Whoever commits the land 
of violence we saw (between 
Atletico and Vasco da Gama) 
should be detained forthwith. It 
constitutes attempted homi¬ 
cide," sad Rebelo, who was at¬ 
tending an exhibition "Brazil, 
one country. Due world," along 
with the legendary Pele 

Rebelo also sad he opposed 
a decision by the Brazilian foot¬ 


ball Confederation's spoiling 
tribunal (ETJD) to punish Sao 
Paulo dub Portuguesafor field¬ 
ing a banned player, Heveiton, 
in the final games of die season 
last week 

The STJD Monday ruled 
Portuguesa should be docked 
four points for the offence with 
H evert on having been banned 
for a red card preceding die 
match. 

As a result of the ruling, de¬ 
fending champions Flummense 
were reprieved having finished 
in die final relegation place 

The drop for the reigning na¬ 
tional champions would have 
been a first in Brazil 


Portuguesa have appealed 
but Rebelo said 

“What is normal is to decide 
championships on the field of 
pl ay. Unfortunately, for motives 
winch I shan't go into here, 
there was a mist alee (by Por- 
tuguess) and the ruling resulted 
in punishment for Portuguesa." 

But Rebelo noted the latter 
had appealed and therefore "the 
decision is not definitive." 

One respected Brazilian 
commentator described the rul¬ 
ing as u a life sentence for steal¬ 
ing a loaf of bread." 

Portuguesa chairman Manoel 
da Conceicao, was outraged at 
the tribunal's decision.
